Please amend Claim 4 as follows: A nonwoven resistant to slippage comprising: a 
nonwoven substrate having top and bottom s urfaces, at least one surface of said 
nonwoven substrate being coated with microcapsules co n tainin g an adhesive, said 
microca psule coated nonwoven having an avera g e d r a g fo rce o f at least 250 grams and an 
adhesion value of 5 to 50 grams per centimeter width, said nonwoven substrate having a 
second material laminated to the opposite su rface of the nonwoven. [The nonwoven 
resistant to slippage according to claim 1 wherein the nonwoven substrate has a second 
material laminated to a surface of the nonwoven.] 
In Claims 5 and 8 - 14 delete --improved - from line 1 . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3 . The phrase improved was removed from the allowed claims to avoid any confusion with 
Jepson claims. Also claim 4 was amended to be written as an independent claim. 

4. Claims 5 and 8 - 1 4 are allowed for the reasons of record. 
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5. Claim 4 is allowed since the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a multilayer non-slip 
composite material comprising a nonwoven material having a microcapsule adhesive coating on 
one side of the nonwoven material and a second material laminated to the nonwoven material.
